Grand Jury Meets: 
Recommends 
Improvements Again 


The Elba Division of the 
Coffee County Grand Jury met 
Monday, January 7. They ex- 
amined into twenty-two pre- 
sentments and returned eleven 
indictments, all of which were 
felonies 

The Grand Jury, of which 
Mr. M. J. Lee was foreman, 
said, “We are disturbed by the 
recurring deficiencies found in 
the county property from one 
Grand Jury to another, and we 
have instructed the District At- 
torney to meet with the County 
Commission, Probate Judge 
and County Attorney for the 
purpose of outlining discre- 
pancies that we think should 
not recur.” 

Some of these discrepan- 
cies and recommendations are 
as follows: 

There are again leaks in the 
Circuit Clerk’s office, which 
should be given immediate at- 
tention, and painting done to 
improve unsightly condition; 
there is a loose tile at the 
top of the west side stair to 
the courtroom, creating a safe- 
ty hazard. Outside of the 
building and grounds need to 
be put into a presentable and 
attractive condition, 

The Health Center, while ap- 
pearing to be in a good state 
of repairs, has an electrical 
problem involving the lights 
and heat that creates’ a pos- 
sible fire hazard, 

The’ Forestry Office in the 
Annex building leaks and the 
“restrooms are an absolute 
disgrace.” 

In the lobby of the Pen- 
sions and Security Building, 
there is evidence of termite 
damage. 

Eight inadequate conditions 
exisit in the jail, which should 
be corrected immediately.

CANNED MEATS 

Meats in cans are intune with 
today’s casual living. They are 
ready to serve at a moment's 
notice, convenient and nutri- 
tious. And canned meats con- 
tain the protein, B-vitamins and 
minerals necessary for a pro- 
per diet 

Canned meats are recognized 
for their guaranteed and con 
sistently good quality, And they 
simplify meal preparation 
since they are cooked and ready 
to use immediately 

To suit your family’s taste 
preferences there are over 100 
styles of meat packed in cans 
or glass to choose from. Choi- 
ces range from baby meats to 
14-pound hams; from luncheon 
meats to sausages; from meat 
spreads to stew and spaghetti- 
meat combinations. Luncheon 
meat and canned hams are the 
most popular, but beef products 
such as chili con carne, beef 
stews, corned beef hash and 
canned beefand gravy have been 
growing in popularity 

You can easily dress up can- 
ned meat products at home. One 
popular way to serve meat ina 
can is to slice pork or beef 
luncheon meat, center each 
slice with a green pepper ring, 
fill the rings with drained cru- 
shed pineapple, top with a spr- 
inkling of brown sugar, curry 
powder or caraway seeds and 
then broil for about 10 min- 
utes. Serve with canned shoe- 
string potatoes, -a green vege- 
table of your choice anda crisp 
salad. 


BATHROOM AND KITCHEN 
FIXTURES 

To keep bathroom and kit- 
chen fixtures cleaner and newer 
looking, use a gentle touch and 
non-abrasive cleaner. 

Porcelain enamels are types 
of glass, and they require spe- 
cial care to keep their shine. 
Harsh scouring powders can 
damage these surfaces and 
those of fiberglass reinforced 
plastic fixtures, too. 

In fact, some abrasive clea- 
ners, if used relatively dry and 
rubbed hard, can remove anew 
surface’s glossy finish in less 
than a year. And once a gloss 
is damaged, it can’t be re- 
stored--the dull, ridged, low- 
gloss surface becomes in- 
creasingly harder to clean. 
Consequently, abrasive clean- 
ers become necessary to re- 
move stains from these worn 
surfaces. 

To protect original surfaces, 
use detergent or non-abrasive 
cleaners--one that doesn’t feel 
gritty when rubbed between 
your fingers. 

Various liquid, paste, spray, 
and aerosol non-abrasive pro- 
ducts are available in grocery 
stores, but you may have to 
shop ‘carefully. Many highly 
advertised ones are somewhat 
abrasive.

HAPPY SHOPPING 

Wool . . . is not one of the 
strongest fibers, but it rates 
near the top in elasticity among 
the natural fibers due to its 
innate crimp or curl. Woolhas 
many unusual characteristics- 
one of which is that eventhough 
wool absorbs moisture -- it 
can also resist rain. 

Because of its elasticity and 
resilience, wool actually be- 
comes “refreshed” by good 
care between wearings. Brush, 
air, and allow wool garments 
to hang at least a day between 
wearings. 

Wool tends to shrink. But 
new processes developed to 
prevent shrinkage now make 
wool machine washable and 
dryable- Remember, though, 
that the two major contribu- 
tors to shrinkage of wool are 
agitation and heat, so use the 
gentlest washing procedures in 
lukewarm or cool water, and 
dry ata low temperature, Al- 
ways make sure wool is clean 
when stored to protect against 
moths, 


RANGE COOKING 

The energy crisis and stea- 
dily rising fuel and utility costs 
have made families extremely 
interested in ways to conserve 
energy and trim monthly fuel 
bills. Here are a few sugges- 
tions for efficiency in the kit- 
chen: 

Try to cook all foods for a 
meal, in one area of the range- 
on top, in the oven or under 
the broiler. 

Place foods in the oven the 
moment the desired tempera- 
ture is reached. However, 
some foods don’t need pre- 
heated ovens. 

Open the oven door only when 
necessary during cooking. 

Use correct temperatures 
when cooking. 

Turn off the oven as soon as 
you get through. 

Avoid using the oven for 
small jobs like making toast. 

When cooking on surface 
units, use utensils with flat 
bottoms and tight fitting covers. 

Avoid using undersized pans 
on your surface unit. Match 
pan size to element size. 

Check the color of the flame 
when cooking with gas. Ablue 
flanie means efficient fuel con- 
sumption; a yellow flame means 
poor fuel consumption. 

Use electric frying pans, br- 
oilers and rotisseries when 
possible. They generally .use 
less electricity than range sur- 
face units and ovens.
